‘FAIR COMPENSATION.” 

Now, the great difficulty there is supposed 
to exist in the present case arises from the 
fact that Sub-section 21 of Section 54 of the 
Act of 1920 only makes the specifie terms 
applicable to the case of retirement. Accord- 
ingly, it was argued that what has to be 
determined is simply ‘‘ fair compensation,” 
and that that question is quite at large 
because the provisions of Section 54 of the 
Act of 1920 are not made applicable to the 
case of abolition oí office or otherwise, and 
on that point the plaintiffs and defendant 
seem at one in .heir argument. So the defen- 
dant supported the award on the twenty-five- 
sixtieths basis as ‘‘ fair compensation " in 
the case of one of the plaint-is, although I 
do not- understand that it was disputed that 
if the plaintiff had retired in consequence of 
the change of Governmeny he would have 
been entitled to have the compensation paid 
on the forty-sixtieths basis.

The position. is that: they 
are content to rély on their superlative. merits 
to secure exceptional terms, : 


It seems to me that where a forty-sixtieth | 


basis of compensation is in contemplation on 
special grounds, notwithstandjng that a period 
of forty years’ service has not been completed, 
the presence or absence in the Statute or 
Statutes in which compensation is ordinarily 
granted of a provision for adding years in the 
case of abolition of office is wholly irrelevant, 
particularly when such a provision would only 
enable years to be sided, but so as not to 
bring the total beyond forty... The adoption 
of the. extreme limit removes the case to a 
plane above that on which it was necessary to 
make special provision.for the case ot abolition 


of office. 
VITAL DISTINCTION. 

Counsel for the plaintiffs, his lordship con- 
tinued, stressed the inapplicability of the 
provisions of Snb-section 2 of Section 54 of 
the Act of 1920, because of the vital distinc- 
tion between voluntary retirement and dis- 
charge from an office held for life. That 
certainly is a vital distinction, but the dis- 
tinction between voluntary retirement as con- 
templated by the Superannuation Acts and 
the retirement contemplated by Article 10 is 
no less vital, The latter is. retirement. in 
conseqhence of the change of Government. 
Between such retirement and discharge by 
the Government the Treaty does not seem to 
me to have implied that there should be any 
distinction of principle.. On a fair reading of 
Article 10 ] cannot*think that it was in- 
tended that a former servant of the Crown 
should receive less compensation because of 
retirement In consequence of the change of 
Government than if he had been discharged 
on the ground of abolition of office or other- 
wise. Conversely, [ cannot think it was not 
intended that the Government of the Irish 
Free State should be required to pay more 
or less because of the discharge of a former 
servant of the Crown than if he had taken 
the initiative and retired in consequence of 
the change. | Discharge and retirement in 
consequence of the change of Government are 
in substance one and the same thing ap- 
proached from different sides. Besides, any 
distinction between these two classes of cases 
would have thrown considerable difficulties in 
the way of provisional and transitional ar- 
rangements, which it was intended should be 


facilitated. 


i ONLY AN ANALOGY. 

For these reasons, if I felt coerced to take 
the view that. I have nothing but an analogy 
to guide me to determine what is fair com- 
pensation, the analogy to which I would look 
Would be that of the terms that certainly are 
applicable, notwithstanding the nature and 
tenure of the office to retirement in econ- 
sequence of the change of Government. But 

do not consider that the matter is sim 
one of analogy. Article 10 refers to the terms

GRATE DECORATION IN’

N winter we gather round the fire and 

the hearth is the centre of sociability, but 

- in, summer, when the last fire has been 
lit, the grate 1s emptied out and abandoned. 
A few people keep a fire set all through the 
summer, knowing that in our changeable 
climate a day may come, even in midsummer, 
when a fire would be welcome. Those who 
have finally cleared out the grate and said 
good-bye to fires till the autumn put a screen 
at the grate and turn their backs on it,. It 
is no longer the centre of sociability, and is, 
if anything, rather unsightly in a room. 

I have a few suggestions to make on 
this point, A grate can be made to look 
artistic, cool, and in peeping, with hot days. 
With as little trouble as folding crinkled 
paper into it a grate can be made green and 
summer-like. Screens are suitable in a bed- 
room, but in a drawingroom they are, unless 
they are very beautiful screens, really a little 
prosy. | 

For the same price, two or three pots of 
ferns can be bought, or, for that matter, cut 
up anywhere near Dublin or in the country, 
and put in pots. One finds such fine, long 
feathery ferns, and such beautiful hart's 
tongue ferns; in places such as Enniskerry, 
and, indeed, all over Ireland.

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“ASTRONOMICAL NOTES 
FOR AUGUST. 


THE GREAT NEBULA. 


(From Our Asrronomicat, CORRESPONDENT.) 


Tae PLANETS, 
- Mercury is a morning star all the month. 
e is at his

vable. a 
Venus is at her greatest brilliancy on the 


Sth. As she is south of the Sun, she sets less 
than an hour after him. and by the end of 
the month she will have’ left the evening 
sky for this year. She will be a brilliant 
object in the early morning skies during the 
remaining months of: 1927, and well into 
1928. To observe her with the telescope at 
present it is best to look for her before 
sunset, or even in the late afternoon., At her 
present brightness she is easily visible to the 
naked eye in daylight, and a pair of bino- 
enlars with a. large field will find her quite 
well. Her phase is a crescent, which be- 
comes thinner as the month wears on. The 
trouble of finding her will be worth while. 
as she is always better seen in the telescope 
in twilight or daylight than on a dark sky. 
Besides her phase, a good telescope will show 
the white spota near the points of the cres- 
cent, which seem to be snow-caps, similar to 
those of Mars, 

Mars, setting less than an hour after the 
Sun, is too near the twilight to be visible. 
He is nearly at his greatest distance from 
the Earth, and is a very faint object, less 
bright than a ‘first magnitude star. So, 
whereas Venus, setting about the same time, 
is easily seen on account of her great lustre, 
little Mars is quite ovérpowered by the near 
neighbourhood of the Sun. 

Jupiter now rises. ‘ly in the evening, due 
east. He will be in opposition on September 
92nd. He is one of the best objects for a 
small (or, indeed, any) telescope. During 
the coming winter there will be plenty of 
opportunity for the amateur to watch the 
various phenomena presented by his satel- 


lites, his cloud streaks, the eclipses, occulta- 


tions, and transits of his satellites and their 
shadows. There will be an eclipse of his 
fourth satellite on the evening of the 29th, 
at a convenient observing hour. Disappear- 
ance is at 10.13 p.m., and reappearance af 
fifty minutes after midnight. (Real midnight. 
of course; not the spurious Summer Time 
article. ) 

Saturn still remains an evening object. but 
sets before midnight, and should be looked 
for as soon after sunset as possible. — 

Uranus is close to Jupiter, and is ver 
likely to be picked up by the user of a small 
telescope w yak weg it on the larger 

Janet. Jupiter is about half a degree south. 

The two may be seen together in a low- 
wered telescdpic field, and can certainly 

be picked up together in a finder.

With the aid of a star map, the ES al 
ones can be easily located. That in Hercules 
is easily visible to a good eye on a dark and 
clear night without optical aid. 

Another remarkable object, now coming into 
view again, is the Great Nebula in Andro- 
meda. This also is, to good sight, a naked- 
eye object. But it is of a totally different 
nature from the globular clusters. These. are 
part of our department of the universe, and 
are only a few thousand light-years distant. 
But the Spiral Nebulw, to which clasg the 
Andromeda nebula belongs, are entire 
universes to themselves, external to ours, and 
their distances are of the order of millions of 
light-years. The photographic study of the 
Great. Nebula in Andocmeda and of its neigh- 
bour, ‘the Spiral Nebula in Triangulum, have 
done much to place this fact beyond doubt. 
The great American telescopes, at Mount 
Wilson and elsewhere, have rendered possible 
the vast advance of the last ten years in our 
knowledge of the universe. Seldom has a 
millionaire made better use of his wealth than 
when the late Mr. James Lick, of Chicago, 
endowed the largest telescope and greatest 
observatory in the world, and set an example 
which other wealthy men across the Atlantic 
followed, with results which are now beginning 
to be apparent. If some of the same foresight 
existed on this side, the two leading Irish 
observatories would not be crippled. as they 
are by lack of funds. 

MgTEons :— 

The early days of August. are the.time when 
the Perseid meteors can be observed at their 
best. The shower begins to manifest itself 
about July 20th, but does not reach its 
maximum intensity till August 9th,. Of all 
the meteoric showers of the year, it is the 
most consistent in its appearance, some 
meteors from it being sure to. appear on almost 
any night during its continuance. The radiant 
point—which is not fixed, but shifts its 
eastwards during the period méentioned—is low 
in the north-east in the evening hours. Con- 
sequently. the_meteors have long paths and 
shoot upwards from the north-east, and give a 
very striking display when at all abundant. 
Of late years they have been quite plentiful.

A Problem for the League. 


The League of Nations has been asked 
to decide a ene ra with regard 
to a battle. cruiser built, in Germany for 
Greece. The order was placed with a 
German shipbuilding firm early in 1915, 
and when hostilities broke out it was 
claimed by Germany and used during the 
war.

Shortly before the rising of Parliament 
the Unionist Parliamentary Agricultural 
Committee held a meeting at which recent 
criticisms of the Prime Minister with 
regard to his agricultural policy were dis- 
cussed.

The Heliday Rash. 


I was at Victoria Station yesterday just 
after two o'clock, when I saw a sight that 
amazed everybody who saw it. The station 
was filled from end to end,with a dense 
mass of holiday-makers, and it was almost 
impossible to move through the crowd 
because of the hidden impedimenta strewn 
upon the ground in all directions. Trains 
for the seaside were leaving every few 
minutes, and yet there seemed to be no 
reduction in the multitude, and it was 
some hours before the crowd began to 
thin.. Similar stories are told of the other 
London termini, and the general opinion 
was that all “records” for the Saturday 
before the August Bank Holiday have been 
broken. Another rush is expected to- 
morrow, and the Southern Railway has 
found it necessary to engage nearly fifteen 
hundred extra guards for the holiday 
trains with which it has to cope. In 
addition to railway traffic, many thousands 
of holiday-makers left London by road, 
and on some of the great trunk routes 
there was a steady procession of motor 
coaches all day. 


Cowes Week. 


There is:a prospect that the sporting 
aspect of Cowes Week will be more pro- 
nounced than in recent years. It will 
remain a great social event, but the racing 
will arouse more interest than on some 
former occasions. It is known that the 
King has high hopes that the extensive 
changes carried out during the winter will 
enable Britannia to gain’ more winning 
pennants than last year.

TWO YOUNG MEN LOSE THEIR

-Another sailing accident, in which two 
young men lost their lives, occurred in 
Carnarvon Bay on Satprday. Mr. Donald 
Smellie, son of Mr. W. Smellie, of Liverpool, 
who has a house at Treardur Bay, near 
Holyhead, left that resort with a friend in 
the afternoon in a half-rater for the Menai 
Straits Regatta, which opens to-day.

A European visitor to Baroda who has just 
returned to Bombay thinks that the estimate 
of the death-roll is very conservative, and he 
is convinced that; the casualties were much 
higher. He thinks that, as many people were 


| swept away by flood currents, the total num- 


ber of deaths is never likely to be known 
accurately. Heroic rescue work was carried 
out by parties of rescuers in boats and rafts, 
and by swimmers during the city’s four days 
of trial. 

The first rush of waters, due largely to the 
overflowing of the Ajwa Lake, divided the 
city into three parts, each completely cut off 
from the others. The hospital became an un- 
approachable island, and remained so for two 
days, and the station area formed another 
camp. . 

The state of the low-lying bazaars, through 
which the current of water rushed fiercely, 
soon became serious. People were forced to 
take to the roofs and, in some cases, to the 
trees, where they were compelled to remain 
until they were rescued—a work which, in 
some cases, took days. 

MANY KILLED. 

Many were killed by the sudden collapse of 
houses. Colonel Burke, the British resident, 
and his daughter were marooned with the 
Residency Staff on the top floors of the 
Residency building for three days. 

All the Europeans in Baroda are safe. In 
the cantonment the barracks of the 8th 
Punjabis were swept away; but, owing to the 
prompt measures taken, no lives were lost, 
and only a few were drowned or killed in 
the cantonment area. All stores were 
rationed, and. troops under Major Watt 
carried out much rescue work. In the city 
the Roman Catholic church and the Mission 
church were havens,.itto which many rescued 
and homeless people were taken. 

News from other districts .shows that the 
floods are subsiding, but that the damage to 
property is very heavy. ‘ Many. villages have 
been’ swept away in the Amoy Broach and 
Dholka areas. The loss of life is said to be 
great in some districts, but no details are 
available as yet. Ahmedabad reports 40,000 
homeless people and the collapse of 3,0UU 
houses; but there the floods have now sub- 
sided, and relief work, both in Ahmedabad 
and Baroda, is progressing actively.

DEATH OF WELL-KNOWN 


FRENCH PLAYWRIGHT. 


The Paris Correspondent of The 1'imes 
announces that the playwright, Robert de 
Flers, died on Saturda , at Vittel, after an 
attack of gout, which had been complicated 
by congestion of the lungs. His death de- 

rives the literary world of Paris of one of 
its most typical and attractive figures. 

Marie Joseph Louis Camille Robert Pelleve 
de la Motte-Ango, Marquis de Fliers, was 
born on November 25, 1872, at Pont 
l’Eveque, 'of an old Norman family that 
counts among its most illustrious members a 
brother of Joan of Arc, the famous Corsair, 
Jean Ango, a leader of the Ligue, and a 
General of the French revolutionary period. 

After taking a degree in law and letters he 
turned his attention early in life to the 
writing of novels and critical essays, and also 
to, journalism. His plays, ‘especially the 
earlier ones. will always be remembered and 
i]iked for their mordant satire, good humour, 
and real wit. “Le Roi’ and ‘‘Le Bois Sacre’ 
have been revived since the war, with a 
success that proves their solid qualities. 

M. de Flers was elected a member of the 
Academy in 1920. He had married the 
daughter of M. Victorien Sardon, who 
survives him.

The Matin this morning publishes the 
following statement, dictated by the ex- 
Crown Prince Carol of Rumania to its 
foreign editor, M. Jules Sauerwein ;— 
“In my grief at the death of my well- 
loved ‘father, the thing which has been 
hardest ‘to’ bear is that I was net able 
to be present at his death-bed. In 
spite of my keen desire, many times ex- 
pressed, to attend his funeral, I was 
strictly informed that my presence on that 
occasion was uot desired. Although that 
reply was given to me as being the King’s 
final wish, I am informed that his last 
desire was actually the reverse. Were 
those who were responsible for this in- 
human gesture afraid that my presence 
would provoke trouble in Rumania? But 
it is far from my thoughts to foment any 
kind of agitation in my country. 


REASONS OF DIGNITY. 

“Tf a year and a half ago I renounced 
my rights it was because for reasons’ of 
dignity, in the serious circumstances, I 
was compelled to do so by persons and 
by means concerning which I ‘prefer 
neither to give details nor to pass judg- 
ment. I was greatly distressed to be 
obliged to take this step, all the conse- 
quences of which I deplore. 

“The sentimental stories which have 
been persistently circulated about me had 
nothing to do with my decision. There 
was no reason to fear for the health of 
the King, and it seemed probable that he 
would continue to reign for some time. 

“Now my father has disappeared, 
leaving behind him a_ grave heritage. 
Nothing in the world can be allowed to 
endanger the intense and fruitful . work 
of two generations. I consider that, as a 
Rumanian and a father, I have the right 
and the duty to see that the nation’s 
greatness, which has been watched over 
by two glorious.Sovereigns, shall suffer 
no impairthent, so that my son may enter 
upon the inheritance when his time shall 
come. 

RIGHT TO INTERVENE. 

“This situation gives me the right to 
intervene. personally. I am, and have 
always been, an ardent patriot. I 
fervently desire to be useful to my country 
and not to provoke disorders ; but 1 could 
never refuse to obey the will of my people 
or to respond to their summons if they 
should call upon me.” 

Some of the papers this morning com- 
ment strongly upon the position adopted 
by the ex-Crown Prince Carol with regard 
to the Rumanian succession. 


DEVOID OF JUDGMENT. 

Writing in the Echo de . Paris, 
“ Pertinax”’ says:—‘“ They are no mere 
youthful escapades which weigh upon the 
Prince. He has repeatedly shown himself 
to be devoid of all judgment, personal 
discipline and sense of responsibility. His 
intrigues would be negligible if Rumania 
were not passing through a difficult time.” 

“ Pertinax ” expresses the hope that M. 
Bratianu, the Prime Minister, while 
lessening the severity of his methods, will 
assure the solidity of the country until 
King Michael comes of age. 

The Journal says that Prince Carof’s 
manifesto is especially serious, Since M. 
Bratianu has numerous opponents. 
Rumanians must realise, the paper adds, 
that this is not the moment to upset the 
established order. 

The (Muvre criticises the conditions 
under which Prince Carol renounced the 
throne, and urges that, if he should be 


| made King, he shall carry out, like his 


father, the liberal programme which he 
has declared that he intends to follow.

While writers like ‘* Pertinax,”’ of the 
Echo de Paris, frankly express the hope 
that Prince Carol will not ascend the 
Throne in the place of his son, French 
commentators are unanimous in wishing 
Rumania the peaceful evolution of the 
present difficult circumstanc’s. 


BUKHAREST, Sunday. 

The reign of the six-year-old King 
Michael threatens to be a troublous one ; 
for, even before more than a week has 
passed since the burial of the late King 
Ferdinand, the Peasant Party, the second 
strongest in the country, is bitterly con- 
testing the legality of the present Govern- 
ment, both in Rumania and ‘outside the 
borders. 

Following the sensational charges against 
the Premier, M. Bratiano, made by the 
leader of the Peasant Party, M. Manius, 
during the first session of Parliament, 
another leader of the Peasant Party, Dr. 
Aurel Dobrescu, is attempting to discredit 
the Premier, both in Rumania and abroad, 
as a terrorist dictator. 

I understand also that a member of the 
Jorgo’Party, which is working for the 
return of Prince Carol, has called upon 
the American Minister hére asking his aid 
against the injustice of the Rumanian 
Government in the scandalous elections.
